CHECK LIST ON WALPOLE FEATURES 


These are the details of fine workmanship that make 
Walpole Sectional Buildings such a good value. 
Check and Compare before you buy. 


y The outside walls of Walpole buildings are 
rough sawn boards, for a distinctive semi- 
rustic appearance. On the inside, these same 
boards are smoothly planed, for a knotty- 
pine interior. 

y Walpole buildings come to you completely 
stained, with doors, windows and shutters all 
painted. You have no painting or staining to do, 
no expensive up keep. 

y The floors in Walpole buildings are stained 
brown, too, — not just bare wood. You can 
practically move right in. 

The windows open out. This way, Walpole win- 
dows are always rain-tight. No rain leaks in as 
it does with windows that open in. 

Walpole windows are hinged on the side, so . 
they are out of the way when open. 


y The windows come with easy operating hard- 
ware for opening, and closing, and holding the 
window in any position. 

y The shutters on Walpole houses are as useful as 
they are attractive. They’re not just for show; 
they’re hinged and fitted to close and fasten. 

y The exterior doors on Walpole buildings open 
in, as they should, and there is a good spring 
lock on every outside door. 

y For erecting Walpole buildings, the sections are 
bolted together with bolts that fit into accurately 
pre-drilled holes. The sections are never just 
simply nailed together, — they’re bolted to- 
gether to stay. 

y Walpole houses are skillfully and accurately 
constructed; they’re really engineered and pre- 
cision-built.

N. E. carriage shed design — long back 
roof line. 

2 . Crisp white shutters, door and sash. 

3 . Dutch door — long black hinge straps. 

4 . Window box and brackets included (not 
the posies).

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Walpole Sectional Buildings are made with 
old-fashioned board and batten construction, — 
sound and solid. Carefully selected, random 
width, Northern White pine boards are nailed 
vertically to the framing, with battens cover- 
ing the joints, — a tight, weather-proof job. 
Walpole buildings are good looking build- 
ings, — made throughout of honest materials 
and with the rugged construction that has 
withstood over two centuries of New Eng- 
land weather.

SPECIFICATIONS FOR WALPOLE SMALL BUILDINGS 


The following specifications cover the materials regularly used in all our sectional 
buildings. We reserve the right to make changes whenever necessary. 


Floor Framing: 

2 " x 6" 

Wall Framing: 

2" x 4" (Bldgs. No. 1 and 3 — 2" x 3") 

Floor: 

1 " Tongue and groove, spruce. 

Walls: 

1” white pine boards, planed smooth on inside and rough sawn 
on outside, nailed vertically to framing. Joints covered by 
battens. 

Roof Framing: 

2 " x 6 ", 2 n x 4 " or 2 " x 3 " as span requires. 

Roof: 

1 M white pine boards. 

Roofing Material: 

Bird & Son thick-butt asphalt shingles unless otherwise spec- 
ified. Black, russet-glo or snow white. 

Windows: 

Casement type, hinged to open out. 

Shutters: 

Shutters, unless otherwise specified, are included for all windows 
and are hinged to close. 

Partitions: 

1" white pine boards planed smooth both sides. Joints cov- 

ered by battens. 

Ceilings: 

Where specified are 1/2" thick insulating board. 

Stain and Paint: 

Exterior of buildings stained. Doors, shutters and sashes 
painted white. Floors stained brown. Interior walls and 
partitions unfinished. 

Hardware: 

1/4" Bolts furnished for wall and roof sections. 5/8" bolts fur- 
nished for floor sections. Galvanized nails used for all exposed 
nailing. Spring lock on all exterior doors. Casement sash operators 
on windows. Hooks on shutters. Thumb latches on doors.

TERMS: Our regular terms are one half payable with the order and the balance 

10 days after delivery. Buildings bought for use as tool houses within a radius of 
approximately 50 miles of Walpole, Wilmington or East Longmeadow, Mass., can be 
purchased on a time-payment plan. The terms on this plan are 10% with the order and 
the balance spread over 6 to 36 months. Those who do not wish to pay cash for the 
cottages will find that most banks — including the cooperative banks — will take them 
on a regular real estate mortgage. 


Dutch door, 
window and shutters painted Double White. Thick-butt asphalt 
shingles, black or russet-glo. Hinge straps, spring lock and thumb latch on door. Sash 
operator on casement window. Shutters hinged to close. Window box and brackets 
included $250 

NUMBER TWO 8 f x 10 T . Exterior and floor stained Rustic Brown. Dutch door, 

window and shutters painted Double White. Hinge straps, spring 
lock and thumb latch on door. Sash operators on casement window. Shutters hinged 
to close. Thick-butt asphalt shingles, black or russet-glo. Window box, cupola, spire 
and weather vane with cock design included $395. 

NUMBER THREE 6' x 16 \ Exterior stained Rustic Brown. Dutch door, window and 
shutters painted Double White. Floor in .enclosed portion stained 
brown. Hinge straps, spring lock and thumb latch on door. Sash operator on casement 
window. Shutters hinged to close. Thick-butt asphalt shingles, black or russet-glo. 
Cupola, spire and weather vane with cock design included $ 425 . 

NUMBER FOUR 10 ? x 10 \ Exterior and floor stained Rustic Brown. Dutch door, 

two windows and shutters painted Double White. Hinge straps, 
spring lock and thumb latch on door. Sash operators on casement windows. Shutters 
inged to close.

NUMBER FIVE 8 T x 20 ! . Exterior stained Rustic Brown. Dutch door, window and 
shutters painted Double White. Floor in enclosed portion stained 
brown. Hinge straps, spring lock and thumb latch on door. Sash operators on casement 
window. Thick-butt asphalt shingles, black or russet-glo. Shutters hinged to close. 
Cupola, spire and weather vane arrow with cock design included $575. 

NUMBER SIX 10 T x 15 \ Exterior and floor stained Rustic Brown. Dutch door, 

two pair of casement windows, one triple mullion window, and 
shutters painted Double White. Hinge straps, spring lock and thumb latch on door. 
Sash operators on windows. Shutters hinged to close. Thick-butt asphalt shingles, 
black or russet-glo $ 590 . 

NUMBER SEVEN 10 f x 20 T . Exterior stained Rustic Brown. Floor of both building 

and porch stained brown. Two exterior doors, one Dutch type 

and one solid type, have spring locks and thumb latches. Two casement windows, 
shutters and doors painted Double White. Sash operators on windows. Shutters hinged 
to close. Walls of porch 2 f high. Bronze wired porch screens, one screen door with 
hardware, and cupola, spire and weather vane with cock design included $ 825 . 

NUMBER EIGHT 8 T x 10 T . Exterior stained Rustic Brown. Dutch door and win- 

dows painted Double White. Trellis Mimosa Yellow. Hinge straps, 
spring lock and thumb latch on door. Side windows only open and are hinged at top 
to swing out. Hardware holds them open at any angle. Slate surfaced roll roofing. 
Floor stained brown $ 450 .
